This m eans, if 
he is re-elected, that a continuity 
of Am erica’s present leadership in 
world affairs is assured. 
Second, Prim e Minister Anthony 
Eden of G reat Britain, in a public 
speech, has seconded the warning 
of Secretary of State Dulles that no 
aggressive-minded 
nation 
m us t 
have 
any 
doubts 
that 
nuclear 
weapons will be used in retaliation 
if an attack colhes^. 
Third, official information comes 
from the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion that the so-called “ fallout” 
from testing atomic and hy drogen 
bombs does not have harm ful ef­ 
fects at points bey ond the im m edi­ 
ate area where the testing is done 
and that there is no indication 
whatsoever of any harm ful effects, 
now or to posterity , from any of 
the tests. 
For several day s the unthinking 
partisans here in the Capital have 
been try ing to give the impression 
that A m erica’s allies have been 
“ frightened” by the com ments at­ 
tributed to Secretary Dulles in the 
“ Life” magazine article and that 
an episode of earth-shaking pro­ 
portions had occurred to alienate 
our allies. But the British Prim e 
Minister, in a speech just m ade, 
say s even more forthrightly than 
Mr. Dulles 
that 
the 
aggressors 
must not m isunderstand the allied 
position and assum e that nuclear 
weapons will 
not be used. Mr. 
Eden declares: 
“ If there is less fear of world 
conflict today , this is due to the 
deterrent of nuclear weapons. R e­ 
move the deterrent, or take risks 
in pretending that it is not there, 
and the world outlook would be 
terrify ing indeed. 
“The justification of both the 
atomic and hy drogen bombs is 
that they are deterrents, so awful

that no country will risk their use 
against itself. It is, therefore, true 
that the danger 
of 
world 
w ar 
should decrease unless an aggres­ 
sive-minded nation gets it into its 
head that the bomb will not be 
used against it, whatever it docs.”

aggressor 
should 
imagine 
t h e 
super-bomb will never be used—is 
of the utmost im portance in world­ 
wide discussions today . It epitom­ 
izes w hat.M r. Dulles has said re­ 
peatedly , because it is the heart 
and soul of Allied policy — that 
there 
must be no vacillation or 
weakness or misunderstandm g in 
facing the common enemy . 


The Communist regim e in Mos­ 
cow, of course, wants the West­ 
ern World to ban tests of nuclear 
weapons and has carried on a 
propaganda to that effect for sev­ 
eral months. Many persons in the 
scientific world without the slight­ 
est sy mpathy for Communism have 
thought that the tests m ight be 
dangerous. 
Even the Vatican has 
been persuaded a t tim es to inveigh 
against nuclear tests, m uch to the 
delight of 
Krishna 
Menon 
and 
Nehru of India. But there is much 
m isunderstanding abroad about the 
facts. 
Now, 
fortunately ,

pletion of “ Project Sunshine” by 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Dr. Willard F. Libby , a m em ber of 
the Commission and noted scientist, 
in an address prepared for delivery 
at Northwestern University this 
week say s: 
“ On the basis of the information 
so obtained, it is possible to say 
uneq uivocally that nuclear weap­ 
ons tests as carried out a t the pres­ 
ent tim e do not constitute a health 
hazard to the human population— 
insofar as radiostrontium is con­ 
cerned and it is believed with good 
reason that radiostrontium is likely 
to be the most im portant of the 
radioactivités produced. It is well 
to note that since radiostrontium is 
assim ilated in the bones it consti­ 
tutes essentially no genetic hazard, 
because its radiations do not reach 
the reproductive organs.” 
Dr. Libby say s that, while the 
m ain part of the radioactivity from 
high y ield weapons is dissipated in 
the stratosphere, “ the sm all but 
very significant part which falls 
out within a few hundred miles 
of the site of the explosion for 
weapons fired on the surface con­ 
stitutes a very real hazard.” But 
he adds that all weapons tests “ are 
conducted with great attention to 
this and the other dangers” and 
that the local precautions taken 
“ should be entirely adeq uate and 
the 
world-wide 
health 
hazards 
from the present rate of testing 
are insignificant.” 
Thuç one of the biggest propa­ 
ganda offensives of the Commu­ 
nists—to ban these tests—has been 
sq uelched by official information 
based on exhaustive investigation.

Seattle an indirect warning aimed 
a t China, plus a note of prepara­ 
tion to the American people. 
But the Red Chinese, unmiridful,

Half a y ear passed 
and Eisenhower got tougher. 
“ President Eisenhower said that 
we simply cannot afford to lose 
Indochina.” he was q uoted as say ­ 
ing at his press conference of 
April 7. 1954. 
Reading this, the Red Chinese 
should have taken pause. They 
should 
have 
realized 
that 
this 
m eant the United States was ready 
for possible war. However, the Red 
Chinese are known to read the 
papers carefully . And on February 
10 .just two months before, there 
had appeared in the New York 
Times and other American news­ 
papers this statem ent from the 
sam e President Eisenhower: 
“ No one could be more bitterly 
opposed to ever getting the U. S. 
involved in a hot war in that reg­ 
ion Hndochinai that I am. Every 
move I make is calculated to make 
certain that does not happen.” 
Ike Hesitates 
So the Red Chinese knew that 
the P'.isenhower Administration was 
vacillating 
somewhat 
as 
the 
French and British did regarding 
Hitler. 
If they read the American press 
further, as they undoubtedly did, 
they also would have found Adm. 
Arthur Radford, chairm an of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, assuring sen­ 
ators on February 16 that “ Ameri­ 
can involvement in the Indochina 
w ar will stop short of sending U. S. 
combat troops and pilots." 
The heart of Secretary Dulles’ 
idea that we can avoid war by be­ 
ing willing to risk w ar is that the 
adm inistration in power must be 
united, m ust know what it wants, 
s 
the enemy will know we’re not 
bluifing. 
But the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion obviously was not united, ob­ 
viously didn't know what it wanted. 
On April 16, 1954, Vice President 


Nixon told the American Society 
of Newspai^r Editors: “ If, to avoid 
further Communist expansion in 
Asia and Indochina we m ust taka 
the risk now by putting our boy s 
in, I think the executive has to take 
the politically unpopular decision 
and do it.” 
But, four day s later, Dulles, who 
now say s he stood firm and ready 
to go to war, repudiated Nixon. 
The New York Times reported him 
as follows: 
“ Dulles 
said, 
after conferring 
with President Eisenhower, that he 
thought it ‘unlikely ’ that American 
com bat troops would be sent to 
Indochina.” 
Thus the Red Chinese could read 
two different views by two very 
high officials of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. plus a statem ent by 
PJsenhower himself that the United 
States would not get “ involved in 
a hot war in that region.” 


American Politics 
In addition, the Red Chine.se ob­ 
viously had watched the Eisen­ 
hower election campaign. And they 
knew that candidate Eisenhower 
had been critical of the Korean 
War, had promised to end the 
Korean War, had made a dram atic 
prornise to go to Korea himself to 
end the Korean War. 
Having campaigned on this issue, 
the Red Chinese didn’t need to be 
overly sm art to figure it was 
extremely 
unlikely 
Eisenhower 
would get the U. S. A. into another 
F ar Eastern war in Indochina. 
So. unfeazed by the deluge of 
scolding 
statem ents 
that 
rained 
down on their heads from Ike offi­ 
cials, they kept pushing ahead in 
Indochina. 
Finally , 
even 
precocious 
end 
somewhat bellicose Mr. Nixon pull­ 
ed in his horns regarding the use 
of American troops in Indochina. 
On April 28 . just 12 day s after his 
April 
16 statem ent, 
Nixon 
w as 
q uoted in the New York H erald 
Tribune: 
“Vice President Nixon said the 
administration 
intends 
to 
avoid 
sending American troops to fight in 
Indochina or any where else ‘if we 
can.’ ”

The mean oral tem perature is 
9 8 .6 degrees F. and a degree high­ 
er rectally . 
But the reading d e ­ 
p e n d s upon environm ent and activ­ 
ity and Johnny ’s 100 degree tem ­ 
perature may stem from pent up 
energy and not bacteria. 
It is at tim es like these that the 
phy sician wishes the therm om eter 
never had been invented. 
On the 
other hand, he realizes it is an 
indispensable 
instrum ent 
and is 
used routinely to evaluate health 
and disease. 
It is a mistake, however, to judge 
Johnny ’s condition solely by the 
reading, rather than on how he 
feels. When tem perature is up as 
a result of disease, most boy s and 
girls 
are 
ill. 
Their 
sy mptoms 
should be given more consideration 
than a slight rise shown by the 
therm om eter.

They put y ou on a Pro­ 
crustean bed, thump y ou, roll and 
pumm el y ou about, ta ke y ou lor -a 
ride, take y our pulse, y our tem per­ 
ature, y our blood pressure, y our 
isotopes and whatever other per­ 
sonal possessions y ou have, until 
y ou feel y ou are a part of the insti­ 
tution. like “The Old Man and the 
Sea.” 
When y ou are finally ejected y ou 
are in a state of euphoria and feel 
like hugging every body in grati­ 
tude. But it is against the rules 
except in cases where a nurse has 
been known to kiss a patient— 
therapeutically . 
The staff do not look with favor 
on this form of m ateria medica, 
except where a heart condition has 
developed and the patient is an 
eligible male.

The modus vivendi of our com ­ 
mon society might well be sy mbol­ 
ized by the phy sical contraptions 
found in hospitals. 
Here is a man who has to be 
pushed if he goes any where or does 
any thing. He has a wheelchair ty pe 
of mentality , and is “carried about 
with every wind of doctrine, by the 
cunning 
of 
m en.”

f4.14). 
A church janitor, asked how he 
got along with the various ladies’ 
groups meeting at odd times and 
places, said, *T throw my self into 
neutral and go as I am pu.shed ” 
H ere's another man who argues 
that the world owes him a living, 
and he is justified in collecting it 
by fair means or foul. He needs 
a pair of crutches, for he hasn’t 
a leg to stand upon. 
And there are those who think 
they can make wrong right or right 
wrong 
by a little moral 
gerry ­ 
mandering, like when in Rome do­ 
ing as Rome does, and in London 
as the pietists do; nr those who 
would amend the Declaration of 
Independence by making it read, 
“ All men are created eq ual, but 
some are more so than others.” 
They hobble along with a cane, and 
need caning, perhaps.

• A Shocking Decision 
On The Parkway 


The unexpected decision of the National Park 
Service and the Department bf the Interior to 
abandon a plan to construct a parkway along the 
route of the old C. and O. Canal between Cumber­ 
land and Hancock comes as a great shock to the 
people of Western Maryland. 
Originally proposed by the Park Service itself 
more than five years ago, the people of Western 
• 
Maryland, led by Senator J. Glenn Beall, overcame 
many an obstacle in order to push the parkway 
plan to the point where construction of the water- 
level highway between Cumberland and Hancock 
appeared to be in the foreseeable future. 
Just what objections the Park Service and the 
Department of the Interior have to construction 
of the parkway are not specific, but reports in­ 
dicate that canal rights-of-way and the Harper s 
Ferry National Monument area will be tied in with 
a National Historic Park plan for the stretch be­ 
tween Cumberland and Seneca. 
, 
The. most widely known individual opponent 
of the parkway plan is Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas who walked the length of the 
canal to point up his argument that the canal area 
should be preserved for its natural wilderness 
beauty. Other outdoor and wildlife adherents took 
a similar position, evidently overlooking the fact 
that wildlife they want to preserve has been dis­ 
turbed at rather regular intervals over the years 
by passing trains of the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Western Maryland railroads, whose tracks run 
along or within a stone’s throw of the canal for 
many miles. 
Should it be that the Park Service and the 
Department of the Interior have yielded to the 
pressures of these groups, then is it not logical 
to ask why the government ighores the wishes of 
the great bulk of the people of Western Maryland 
in order to cater to the desires of the minority? 
Cumberlanders and all Western Marylanders 
have a great stake in construction of the parkway 
which we have looked upon for half a decade as 
an impending boon to our economy. 
A parkway will not destroy the recreational 
aspects of the canal area. Instead, it will make 
the area more accessible to the people who want 
to use it. The Park Service undoubtedly had this 
in mind when, in their original plans for the park­ 
way, they included 
numerous recreation spots 
adjacent to the road. 
And as Senator Beall pointed out when first 
advised of the decision of the Park Service and 
the Department of the Interior to abandon the 
Parkway plan. “The recreational advantages to be 
derived from such a parkway . . . are many, but 
• 
its use as a defense highway grows ever more 
important.’" 
Further, it can be pointed out, tourists who 
new steer clear of Route 40 because of the moun­ 
tains, doubtless would be inclined to follow such 
a level, scenic, historic route as the parkway would 
provide between Cumberland and Hancock. Cum­ 
berland unquestionably would benefit economically 
from the tourist dollars left here 
Senator Beall properly was indignant at the 
decision to abandon the parkway plan as well as 
at the manner in which he was advised of the 
decision. He has promised to continue his fight 
for the parkway, and so has Representative Dewitt 
S. Hyde. 
The parkway plan is vitally important to 
Western 
Maryland, 
and 
Western 
Marylanders 
should raise their voices loud and often at this 
decision to abandon the parkway. 
We have got 
to remember that the “squeaky wheel gets the 
grease,” refight some of our battles to have the 
parkway again included as an integral part of the 
Park Service plans^ and never again assume the 
lethargic attitude that the parkway plan is an 
accomplished fact—not until the wheels of traffic 
are turning over it.

T hat m ay 
be a good rule, but an im possible one because a m an is 
not a vegetable and the m ind does work. Even if nothing 
has reg istered in the mind, if there a re no little tab s 
th at poke out to jog the m em ory, the m ind nevertheless 
does work on. 


It can, of course, be deadened by narcotics, but 
the mind and memory of man will find a way 
through the most deadening poisons to express a 
thought, or what one Imagines is a thought. For that 
is the difference between a man and a vegetable: 
Man must think, even the least and dumbest of men 
m ust think. 
It is possible so to narcotize the mind 
that one is groggy nearly all the time and it is now 
possible to brain-wash the mind, so that everything is 
taken out of it and something new put in it. I wonder! 
I lie here and wonder how much has really been 
washed out of the mind of Cardinal Mindszenty. 
It 
would be important to know. 


It is an experience to lie here, not too far rem oved 
from death itself. 
It is all right now. I am told. 
T he 
w orst m ay be over. They a re very cagey, these doctors. 
They do not say th at the w orst is over; it m ay be over. 
They cannot tell. 
N aturally no one can tell, and does

this heavily sedated atm osphere, says this in his E ssay 
on B urns: 
“ F or will not our own age, one day. be an ancient 
one; and have as quaint a costum e as the re st; . . .” 


There is so much humility in this wisdom, and if 
the fault of our period is to be discovered, it will 
be that humility has flown from us as a thing un­ 
wanted. What we call dem ocracy has turned out to 
be a terrific struggle, among som etim es the least 
worthy, to discover who is the big shot. Men project 
them selves for high office who. were they at all 
affected by their consciences, would, in humility, re­ 
gard even the mention of their- nam es in such a 
connection as ridicule of them . 
When one com es 
close to death, the exaggerations of self seem too 
silly. So, everybody knows you. So, everybody recog- 
nizes you. 
So. when you go into a restaurant, you 
get a table. 
You might even get credit in a bank. 
But what of credit with God?

D r. Libby says th a t, w hile the 
m am part of the rad io activ ity from 
high yield weapons is dissipated rn 
the stratosphere, “ the sm all but 
v ery significant p a rt w hich falls 
out within a few hundred m iles 
of the site of the explosion for 
weapons fired on the su rface con­ 
stitutes a very real h az a rd .”

And on F eb ru ary 
IO .just two m onths before, there 
had appeared in the New York 
Tim es and other A m erican new s­ 
papers 
this statem ent from the 
sam e President Eisenhow er: 
“ No one could be m ore bitterly 
opposed to ever getting the U. S. 
involved in a hot w ar in that reg­ 
ion (Indochina> th at I am . E very 
m ove I m ake is calculated to m ake 
certain that does not happen.” 
Ike Hesitates 
So the Red Chinese knew th at 
the Eisenhow er A dm inistration w as 
vacillating 
som ew hat 
as 
the 
French and British did regarding 
H itler. 
If they read the A m erican press 
further, as they undoubtedly did, 
they also would have found Adm. 
A rthur R adford, chairm an of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, assuring sen­ 
ators on F eb ru ary 16 th at “ A m eri­ 
can involvem ent in the Indochina 
w ar will stop short of sending U. S. 
com bat troops and pilots." 
The h eart of S ecretary Dulles’ 
Idea that we can avoid w ar by be­ 
ing willing to risk w ar is that the 
adm inistration in pow er m ust be 
united, m ust know w hat it w ants, 
s 
the enem y will know w e’re not 
bluffing. 
But the Eisenhow er adm inistra­ 
tion obviously w as not united, ob­ 
viously didn't know w hat it w anted. 
On April 16, 1954, Vice President 


Nixon told the A m erican Society 
of N ew spaper Editors: “If, to avoid 
further Comm unist expansion in 
Asia and Indochina w e must take 
the risk now by putting our boys 
in, I think the executive has to take 
the politically unpopular decision 
and do it.” 
But, four days later, D ulles, who 
now says he stood firm and read y 
to go to w ar, repudiated N ixon. 
The New York Tim es reported him 
as follows: 


“ Dulles 
said, 
after 
conferring 
with President Eisenhow er, th a t he 
thought it ‘unlikely’ that A m erican 
com bat troops would be sen t to 
Indochina.” 
Thus the Red Chinese could read 
two different views by two very 
high officials of the E isenhow er ad­ 
m inistration, plus a statem en t by 
Eisenhow er himself th at the U nited 
States would not get “ involved in 
a hot w ar in that region.”

In addition, the Red C hinese ob­ 
viously had w atched the 
E isen­ 
hower election cam paign. And they 
knew that candidate E isenhow er 
had been critical of the K orean 
W ar, had prom ised 
to end 
the 
K orean War, had m ade a d ra m a tic 
prom ise to go to K orea him self to 
en I the Korean W ar. 
Having cam paigned on this issue, 
the Red Chinese didn’t need to be 
overly 
sm art 
to 
figure 
it 
w as 
extrem ely 
unlikely 
E isenhow er 
would get the U. S. A. into ano th er 
F a r E astern w ar in Indochina. 
So. unfeazed by th e deluge of 
scolding 
statem ents 
th a t 
rained 
down on their heads from Ike offi­ 
cials. they kept pushing ah ead in 
Indochina. 
E'inally, 
even 
precocious 
and 
som ew hat bellicose M r. Nixon pull­ 
ed in his horns regarding th e use 
of A m erican troops in Indochina. 
On April 28, just 12 days a fte r his 
April 
16 
statem ent, 
Nixon 
w as 
quoted in the New Y ork H erald 
Tribune; 
“ Vice President Nixon said the 
adm inistration 
intends 
to 
avoid 
sending Am erican troops to fight in 
Indochina or anyw here else ‘if we 
can .’ ”

ambulances, and with promises of 
support from organizations of the 
area which provide such service. 
The Mayor said he believes the 
plan 
will 
give 
the city 
better 
service than it has had in thej 
past. 
The

of Cumberland,

said, has taken the stand tfipt the 
undertakers cannot drop the serv­ 
ice until some plan which will 
provide adequate service is pro­ 
vided. 
Jenkins told Mayor Eves he will 
bring 
a 
195.3 model ambulance 
from Johnstown. Pa., Sunday and 
the same day will go to Memphis. 
Tenn.. to pick up a 1956 model. 
Both of the vehicles, he said, 
will be fully equipped with stand­ 
ard equipment, including oxygen 
dispensing equipment, and will be 
radio dispatched so they ran be 
available

returning from a call. 
Men To Be Trained 
Jenkins told Mayor Eves one 
trained man will be on duty at all 
times and that as soon as he gets 
a call another trained man will 
be called in to take over the 
other ambulance. 
There will be eight men on each 
shift, he said, who are qualified to 
drive or serve as attendants. 
When a call for an ambulance 
comes rn. the dispatcher will radio' 
lo the nearest qualified attendant/ 
telling him where he is to meet 
the ambulance 
The service will be available 24 
hours a day and 365 days a year 
through the Astor Cab Company 
dispatcher, who will have facili­ 
ties to call upon other units in this 
area 
which

service. 
Mayor Eves said Jenkins pointed 
out that if both ambulances are
